Thereupon, according to the current rumors, 
a group of Sheboygan residents combined to hunt 
the devil down. 
They got their guns and went 
out after him. tracing him to the city of Manito­ 
woc. And there, according to countryside gossip, 
the devil was slain. 
Altogether, this mess of nonsense has a t­ 
tracted very little attention. Even the local pa­ 
pers ignored it, except for a brief paragraph or 
two.
